Washington, Oet. 23.— Whether tho 
Republican* will be able to organize 
the House and Senate immediately 
upon the convening of the 68th. Con­ 
gress is a subject of concern to some 
of their leader*. 
The balance be­ 
tween the two dominant parties in 
both house* is so delicate that a small 
group of Republican progressives can 
block the election of both the speaker 
of the House and the President of the 
Senate. 
This situation 
gives the 
progressives a vantage 
point from 
which they are expected to crowd 
their demand* as to the character of 
organization and of legislation. 
A majority of the membership is 
necessary for the organization of each 
house. 
The Republicans will have a 
membership not to exceed 51 members 
in the Senate, one state nominally Re­ 
publican is now vacant, and 49 con­ 
stitute* a majority. 
Thus 
three 
progressives could prevent an elec­ 
tion unless the Republicans 
could 
draw support from the Democrats, a 
possibility which is not now receiving 
serious consideration. 
In the House the Republicans will 
have u majority not to exceed 18, and 
so it will bt* possible for the dele­ 
gation from a single Republican state, 
such as Wisconsin, to hold up the or­ 
ganization program.

The authorities of Jelch, 
sixteen 
miles north of Aix-la-Chapelle, suc­ 
cessfully resisted the separatists. 
Telephone messages from 
Aix-la- 
Chapelle and Cologne say that nego­ 
tiations between the 
authorities of 
occupation and the 
leaders of the 
separatists in the Rhineland concern­ 
ing the proclamation of the Rhineland 
republic began at IO o’clock Monday 
morning in 
Aix-la-Chapelle. 
The 
messages say a proclamation 
issued 
reads: 
“The Rhnieland must throw off the 
Prussian yoke. 
The Prussian gov­ 
ernment has been removed from office. 
We have done with Berlin methods.” 
The separatists, having proclaimed 
a republic in Aix-la-Chapelle and other 
towns, expect to make their 
regime 
effective throughout virtually the en­ 
tire zones occupied by France and Bel­ 
gium.
